»Y ten written unto you, finceT received 
St, Francis his habit,& eſpecially during 
thele fix yeares I have lived in Rome 
had not the Lord,which lately dicd,and 
Hugh Roe my brother charged me to 
keep no correſpondencie with you, or 
with any other friend there, to avoid all ſufpition and 
damage, which might happen unto. you thereby. Now 
if that which is written unto us, and which we hear from 
All parts be true, to wit, that the thing which we long de- 
fired, whereof our hope was in God, and in you hereto- 
fore, be come to paſſe : The time of writing and keeping 
correſpondencig with you na—_—y ſuch matters, as arc 
beſt, and moſt needfull unto yowin the preſent opportuni- 
tic, is now at hand. Therefore I could not chaſe, but 
write ( aboveall things ) theſe few lines unto you in my 
mothers tongue, as being moſt ſake. The holy father, and 
his two nephews, Cardinall Anthony Barberinus prote- 
Qor of Ircland, and Cardinall Francs Barberinus, who 
hath all the power here in ſuch matters as concerne the 
Pope, have heard of the warre and confederation, which 
you make tor your religion and libertie, And truely I can- 
not expreſle the grea:nes of the joy (no wonder) which 
they conceive thence, in ſuch manner , that if they had ' 
received Letters, if you had ſent an Agert unto them with 
auth: ity to expretſe your will, or defignes, yo ſhonld 
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jecland before this | 
I before this, he hath finiſhed very well his ſtudy of 


great miſcric and paines he hath taken in his laſt travells : I 
am teacher here,teaching in theColledge of the Iriſh theſe 
ſix yeares, and imploicd all that time about the affaires of 
the late ſhin Lord, I might doe you ſome ſervice, if I 
had ſome intelligence from you, and ſome help of him 
whom you intend to ſend hither. There is nothing 1 de- 
fire more then to return to my Countrey, though I be ſct- 
tled here to my owncontentation : I pray uſe me and the 
reſt of my fun&tion after ſuch manner,as ſhall ſeem beſt w- 
to you for your own ſervice. Father Arthur mac Gents is 
in Madrill, and ſoarc many other, who would perforoe 
any ſervice, whereia you would be plcaſed to imploy 
them, Father Francs mac Gents is in <ermany, fo like- 
wiſe is father Francs 6 Farrell, who loves and honabrs 
you, and is very intimate with the Emperour, who mig! 
well help you now, ſince you have caſed him of the trou- 
bles of the Palatinate, whom only he feared, There i; here 
alſo a prieſt f:om the County of Tyrone,®dmmd mac Crana 
a learned man havi ag of late commenc'd Dr, In Fraxce 
there is a Divituty Prufeflor Patrick 6 Connor, deſcended 
trum 


from the Conwors of Leinſter, who did much ſervice nts 
the late deceaſed Lord. He is of nature loving, -conſtant, 
of audacitic guided with diſcretion, as is his Couzin Brax- 
don © Connor, who (I doubt not) willdoe any ſervice for 
you, Michael 6 Gormbey is in the Low Conntries, Guar- 
dian of Lovain, and many more of the like ſort. See 
ſelf, what is beſt tobedon with Owen 5 Neale, who isin 
Flaunders, and with (on mas Cormack,, who is Sergeant 
Major in Spaine, but ( more is the pitty ) a man of no great 
policic or wiſedome : I would all the old trained Souldiers 
werethere, I will write to my brother Murtagh 6 (on- 
»y , who was ancient to the deceaſed Lord, and is now 
Captaine, and to the re[t of the Nobility of {1Iſter,that they 
repaire unto you without delay,you may write to the King 
of Spaine, among other things to give them leave to come 
unto you, I know not what will the Earle of Tirconell doe 
upon this occaſion, his Regiment is disbanded,8& he himſelf 
gon to the Court to Madrill. I feare much that ifhe ſhould 
goe into Ireland, he would doe more hurt then good, 
Noble Sir, Fear God aboveall things inproſecuting wiſely 
the fortune, which God offers unto you. Let love & unani- 
mity be among your ſelves, ſhew all poſſible kindnes tothe 
old Iriſh of Leinſter, & oblige unto your ſelt all men as near 
as you may, Beware of the tricks of the Munſtermen, who 
at this houre ſhew no candid dealing towards you in Rome 
as youſhall ſoon underltand, except you ſend your Agent 
to prevent it with all ſpeed, for they aſcribe unto them- 
ſelves without any ground the praiſe and glory of all your 
Heroicall deeds, as you may learne of £vir that lives with 
your ſelf. Be ſure to have a great heart, and make ſome 
chicf Head among you , but reſerve the Crown for Conn 
his ſide, 1. the Neales. Remember the old Slavery, where- 
in you have lived of long time, and the deltrution which 
will ererally come upon you, except you get the upper 
ha:id ; You will prevaile, if you joyne together as you 
vught, God ſend it. I would adviſe every chief Othcer 
among you, to have a Secretary along with him to write a 
diarrall of your paſſages and overthrowes which your Ene- 
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male receive ;" which wilt redonnd much £0 your glory. 
— Countrey for feare of Famine. I will not 

ile to. write: according as I ſhall heare from you. We 
would ſend unto you a Bull after the forme of the Bull 
which Hugh mac Baron got, if we hadrecetved your Let- 
ters. If the Church doe wilcly, they will turne over the 
Ete&ion of Prelates there to the Nobility, and will give 
them authority in that point,
